Here and There 


The Hayl of Leitrim, Irish peer, 
who has been touring Canada, was 
much struck with the resemblance 
between north-west Ireland and the 
maritime provinces, with their 
wooded hills, sandy beaches and 
plentitude of fish and game, as play- 
grounds for the tourist. 


What is believed to be the largest 
salmon ever caught by hook and 
line in waters adjacent to Vancou- 
ver, B.C., was landed at Horseshoe 
Bay, Howe Sound, recently by A. C. 
Cohen. The fish measured four 
feet, one inch in length and weighed 
64 pounds. It took 35 minutes to 
land it. 


Irwin S. Cobb, the famous Amer- 
ican humorist, has been hunting in 
the St. Maurice valley, served by 
Canadian Pacific lines. This is by 
no means his first trip to Canadian 
hunting and fishing centres, as he 
is a keen sportsman and has visited 
the wilds in Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick.

It will be a 
nine-storey, fire-proof, steel-frame 
structure of stucco, brick and stone, 
richly furnished in the best style of 
a mountain hotel, and will contain 
280 bedrooms, bringing the total in 
the hotel up to 390. 


The hunt for fur is extending 
northward each year, according to 
officials of the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany and Revillon Freres. They 
have already despatched their 
steamers on their annual tour of 
the northern posts which each sea- 
son are being located farther and 
farther north as the field of the 
pelt hunters is extended into the 
Arctic.

MURDER PLOT TO 
KILL P. VEREGIN 
CAUSE OF WRECK 


Head of Doukhobor Colony Had Many 
Enemies Among the Fanatics and 
Revenge is Suepected. 


The dead are: 
Peter Veregin, Doukhobor chief. 
J. L. Mackie, M.L.A., Grand Forks. 
Miss Mary Streloeff. 
W. J. Armstrong, Vancouver, 
Nell Murray, Grand Forks.

Nelson, B.C., October 30.—The death 
list in the Farrom disaster, when a 
day coach exploded on the Kettle Val- 
ley railway yesterday morning, rose 
to eight last night, with the reporting 
by the C.PuR. of two more bodies at 
Grand Forks, a Doukhobor young wo- 
man said to be Miss Mary Streloeff, 
of Nelson, who was with Veregin, and 
an unidentified Hindu. The inquest 
at Grand Forks is in session on the 
bodies of John MacKie, M.P.P., and 
Peter Veregin, Doukhobor leader. 

Identifications at Nelson reveal W. 
J. Armstrong, 156, Eleventh avenue 
east, North Vancouver, and Neil Mur- 
ray, thought to be of Grand Forks, in 
the list. A young woman, as yet un- 
identified, is also dead. Harry Bishop, 
of Nelson, who died in hospital here 
at 3.15, completes the list of dead. 

A re-check of the injured shows 
Jog Ching, of Fernie, at Grand Forks, 
instead of N. Wing, and George Mar- 
ken, of Grand Forks, at Nelson, pre: 
viously given as George Mankin with 
residence unknown. The injured at 
the two hospitals number 12. 

Hundreds of Wires

Some years ago the 
C.P.R. had difficulty with Doukhobors 
found to be conveying dynamite in 
passenger coaches in gunny-sacks, and 
something of this nature is now the 
accepted theory.

It has, however, been gener- 
ally believed that the cessation of ex- 
port from Russia was merely a tempo- 
rary one, and that as soon as the mad- 
ness of the Bolshevist rule is got rid 
of, Russia will again export wheat to 
Great Britain, and, as a result, the 
demand for Canada’s wheat will be- 
come less. It is, therefore, of no little 
importance to Canadian wheat grow- 
ers that there has recently been pub- 
lished in Great Britain a statement as 
to the food situation in Russia, which 
shows that in point of fact the amount 
of wheat grown in Russia even under 
morma? conditions did not allow of 
any large volume of export, except by 
the semi-starvation of the Russian 
peasants. If these peasants were to 
consume the amount of food which fs 
considered to be really necessary for 
adequate nutrition, there would be no 
surplus available for export. Only 
the more or less arbitrary political 
organization existing in pre-war Rus- 
eia under the czars allowed of the 
building up of such a trade, which 
brought to Russia a large quantity of 
manufactured goods from Great Brit- 
ain, but left no margin of food in re- 
serve in the country to save the peas- 
ants from starvation in the event of a 
failure of their harvest im any partic- 
ular year. It seems that Russia is in 
fact so much over populated that it 
cannot be regarded as a genuinely 
food exporting country. Canada, on 
the contrary, has a larger margin of 
foodstuffs available for export than 
any other country of considerable size 
dm the world. Even if the Bolshevist 
Government falls and is replaced by 
another and more rational one, it is 
unlikely that the Russian peasants, 
who have now acquired control of

THE UNSEEN DIVIDENDS 


People who have been following the 
movement to secure the building of 
an up-to-date rink in Red Deer will 
have noticed that some time ago Mr.

ried through. That is a point of view 
which might well be applied with ad- 
vantage to many other things in Red 
Deer and Canada than the building of 
a skating rink. Recognition of the 
value of such unseen dividends is the 
direct reverse of that somewhat sor- 
did concentration on material benefits 
expressed in dollars and cents, which 
has come to be attributed, justly or 
unjustly, to the English speaking peo. 
ple of North America. Indifference 
to old loyalties, old ideals, old enthusi 
asms, unless they could be expressed 
in terms of money, has been far too 
common amongst us. “Will it pay?”— 
“What shall we get out of it?”—'‘What 
is there in it for us?”—have been the 
questions asked too often in  prefer- 
ence to “Will it make the world bet- 
ter or happier?” or “Is it the right 
thing to do?” 

The war gave a_ shock to the 
materialistic school of thought, for on 
the whole thea Canadian participation 
in the war was inspired by motives 
which had little or nothing to do with 
self-seeking or gain. It was in the 
nature of a crusade for freedom and 
honour, though the men who took 
part in it would not have said so open- 
ly, and probably hardly felt it con- 
sciously to be so. For that reason 
alone the price paid by Canada for the 
war was worth paying. It created 
or woke to life the soul of a nation. 

In other spheres than war the 
same spirit can be applied with ad 
vantage. It can be brought into 
business to kill the make-a-profit-any. 
how attitude, which has at times 
been all too prominent among us, 
especially in the days of booms of 
various hinds. It can inspire the 
faithful and thorough doing of one’s 
work for no other reason than that 
work well done earns fora man or 
womar at least his or her own selt- 
respect. It can put an end to shady 
tactics in games and competitions of 
any kind. It is in fact the taking of 
the long and the high view of life 
instead of the short and the low one. 

It is difficult not to realize that this 
is an age of weakening faith in many 
of the old beliefs which guided men 
and women on their way through life. 
Some of those beliefs may have been 
crude and narrow enough, bringing 
little of brightness and pleasure into 
the lives of those who held or were 
ulfected by them. Yet they did carry 
with them a sense of responsibility, a 
willingness to listen to the call of 
duty. Even so a belief in the essen 
tial value of the unseen dividends 
may enrich the lives of a community 
or a nation in a manner far different 
from but far better than the grasping

LIQUOR EXPORT 
T0 U.S, THRIVES 


Almost 300,000 Gallons of Canadian 
Whisky Shipped in Year 


Ottawa, October 29—The export 
trade to the United States in ale, 
beer and whisky has thrived during 
the past 12 months. During the 12 
months ended in September 293,475 
gallons of Canadian whisky were ship. 
ped to the United States, while during 
the 12 months ended September, 1923, 
102,282 gallons went across the bor- 
der, according to the report on the 
trade of Canada with the United Stat- 
es for the past 12 months, issued here 
yesterday by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics. During the month of Sep- 
tember, 1924, 360,975 gallons of ale 
and beers, worth $537,449, and 34,234 
gallons of whisky, worth $532,628, 
were exported to the United States. 

More Gin Used 

Canadians appear to be consuming 
more gin than last year, for the im. 
port figures from the United Kingdom 
show that 109,689 gallons of gin were 
imported into Canada from the old 
country, while im the preceding 12 
months only 89,043 gallons were im- 
ported. 

The importation of brandy during 
the past 12 mon'ths totalled 1,722 gal- 
lons, or about one-half the amount 
brought in in the same period tast 
year. Whisky importation fell to 
687,325 gallons worth slightly mor3 
than $13,000,000, this year, from 735, 
737 gallons, worth over $14,000,000, 
last year. The total importation of 
alcoholic beverages during the past 
12 months was valued at ‘$17,234,056, 
and during the preceding 12 months 
the importation was valued at $17, 
135,408.

DISPUTE BETWEEN 
GT. BRITAIN AND 
TURKEY SETTLED 


Brussels, October 30.—The dispute 
between Great Britain and Turkey 
concerning the status quo of the 
frontier between Turkey and !Mosul 
was settled last night by the council 
of the League of Nations, which 
unanimously adopted a resolution fix: 
ing a provisional frontier pending the 
settlement later of the question of the 
sovereignty of Mosul. 

‘An imperial commission of three 
men will shortly proceed to the 
Mosul district with the ‘purpose of 
making a report to the council which 
will serve as a basis for a later settle- 
ment of the sovereignty of Mosul. 

By the terms of the _ resolution 
which the council adopted, any British 
or Turkish troops found on the wrong 
side of the new line are to be evacu- 
ated by November 15. Thus all 
danger of war in Irak or Mesopo- 
tamia seemingly has been avoided. 

The new frontier is a compromise, 
although it forces Turkey to evacuate 
more territory than Great Britain.

Business was affected a little as travel to and from the interior was 
somewhat restricted, but at no time did the foreigners feel apprehension 
as to their own safety, even though, at times, the actual sceme of the 
fighting was not known but was quite close. The main things worrying 
the Europeans in Shangha? were the possibility of a food shortage and, 
the fact that the city’s best golf links was in the fighting zone and. 
had, therefore, more than the usual hazards; but trafficing amd travek 
may now be said to have returned almost to a pre-war basis. 

To the Chinese, however, the war was a first-class war, as will be 
seen from the accompanying reproduction of a news bulletin pitblished at 
Shanghai and forwarded from that city by one of the officers of the 
Canadian Pacific Steamships, to Montreal, The whole of the bulletin 
js taken up by war news.
